The Bridgeport Cross Country Team by far had 
their share of happy moments in the 1967 season. 
Out of six dual meets they were defeated only once. 
They also made strong showings in invitationals 
and the Class A Regional. 

In dual meets the Bearcats soundly defeated both 
Vassar and Flint Carmen as they came through with 
perfect scores of 15-40 and 15-44, respectively. They 
also defeated Mt. Pleasant 27-30, Buena Vista 27-31, 
and Douglas MacArthur 19-39.

In this computer age, mathematics is an important 
part of every person’s education and life. To prepare 
its students for involvement in such an age, Bridge- 
port High School offers a wide variety of courses.
